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1. Claims 11-16, 18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Cahill et al. for reasons of record and for reasons given below. With 
respect to the new limitation added to claim 1 1 , Cahill et al. meet this limitation through 
the suggestion to use a composite or laminate of polymeric film, foraminous material, 
and metal (see column 7). Based upon this suggestion, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to include metal film/polyethylene terephthalate composite 
as the substrate. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed April 30, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicants argue that if a metal film were chosen as the substrate 
of Cahill et al. it would lose its luster due to the solvent in the adhesive layer or due to 
the moisture and dye in the ink since the metal film constitutes the ink receptive layer 
through an adhesive. This is not persuasive with respect to the adhesive layer because 
the adhesive layer of Cahill et al. may be a thermally activated polymer. As such, it 
normally would not contain a solvent. (See col. 7, lines 5-20). Additionally, the 
adhesive polymer layer along with a polymeric film which may be included as part of the 
substrate laminate or composite, would perform the ink-intercepting function of 
applicants' claim 1 1 .
